Washington, June 20.—Through its 
first witness, Cyrus H. McCormick, of 
Chicago, president of the International 
Harvester Company, the senate Lori- 
mer investigating committee succeeded

against the Illinois senator. 

It was to Clarence Funk, the .man- 
ager of the harvester company, that 
Edward Hines is alleged to have made 
the request for a contribution of 3$19,- 
000 as part of a fund of $100,000 to 
be raised in Lorimer’s behalf. Mr. Mc- 
Cormick said Funk told him of this 
proposition and* also said that he had 
refused, and by his refusal had won 
his (McCormick's) commendation. 

To Hold Aloof From Politics. 

Mr. McCormick said further that the 
Harvester Company had made it a 
to hoWMi aloof from politics 
and to avoid efforts to influence legis- 
lation. Taking this as a clue, the coun- 
sel for Senator Lorimer sought to show 
that in many states the company had 
an eflort to prevent the pas- 
of bills considered objectionable 

The witness admitted that the 
‘ompany had made general opposition 
9 legislation providing for the man- 
ufacture of binding twine in prisons. 

kor the day Mr. Lorimer was repre- 
sented by William J. Hines, of Chicago, 
whose primary purpose in‘ attending 
the meetings is to represent Edward 
Hines, the Chicago lumber man, whose 
name has. been brought into the case 
that of the originator of the al- 
'leged fund of $100,000 in Lorimer’s in- 
terest. In, view of the absence of 
Judge Elbridge G. Hanecy, Mr. Lori- 
mer’s personal counsel, the committee 
permitted Mr. Hines to represent the 
senator at today’s hearing. By his 
course Mr. Hines made it clear that 
it is the intention of Mr. Lorimer to 
neglect no line of defense. 

Tried to Break Down Story. 

Although Mr. McCormick’s testi- 
mony against the accused senator was 
of hearsay character only, the attorney 
sought by every means in his power 
to break it down. The evident pur- 
pose was to show a general motive for 
the opposition to Mr. Lorimer and to 
connect the harvester company with it. 

Little interest was manifested in the 
proceedings. Among the onlookers 
were former Senator Hopkins, whom 
Mr. Lorimer succeeded, and Manager 
Keeley, of The Chicago Tribune, which 
published the first charges of irregu- 
larity in Lorimer’s election. They were 
in consultation with the committee 
after the hearing adjourned. 

All the members of the committee 
except Senator Lea were in attendance, 
and he was detained through his wife’s 
iliness. The committee will meet next 
at 1 p. m. Thursday.

Young Havemeyer Defends the 
Founder of Sugar Trust 


The Young Man Tells Con- 
gress Committee That His 
Father Formed the Combina- 
tion as an Act of Philan- 
thropy in Order to Save 
Weak Concerns. 


Washington, June 20.—The consolli- 
dation of the National, the New York 
and the Yonkers Refining Companies 
into the National Sugar Refining Com- 
pany of New Jersey was effected by 
the late President Henry O. Have-. 
meyer of the American Sugar Refining. 
Company as “an act of philanthropy,” 
according to his son, Horace Have- 
meyer, who testified today before the 
house special committee on the inves- 
tigation of the so-called sugar trust 
affairs. 

Mr. Havemeyer, who will coritinue 
his story of sugar corporation coups 
tomorrow, said that his father saw 
that the three companies were prac- 
tically “busted,” that they were “about 
on their last legs,” and “he saw him- 
self in a position where he could either 
bust up all these fellows or take them 
all in, and he took them all in.” 

To Preserve Properties. 

The witness said that his father’s 
purpose in this combination was to 
preserve the properties and their 
stockholders and make their opera- 
tions a success, 

“I got that evidence from my aunt, 
Mrs. 8S. T. Peters, who was a very close 
associate of his and about the only 
person to whom he talked, except my 
mother, in regard to business matters.” 
The witness said that he thought his 
father’s original intention was to sell 
this $10,000,000 national common stock 
to the American, making it a part of 
the American, but was advised by 
John D. Johnson, of Philadelphia, that 
“it was not only improper, but pos- 
Sibly illegal.” 

Mr. Havemeyer said that he did not 
think his father went in and out of 
the sugar market. He told of the lit- 
igation now pending involving his am- 
bition tq control a national company 
by purchase of 51 per cent of the pre- 
ferred stock and make a legitimate 
competitor. . 

Why Havemeyer Got Out. 

Discussing his father’s reason for 
selling his comparatively. small- hold- 
ing, about 1,200 shares of the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining Company, the wit- 
ness said: 

“I think he sold it to stop a set of 
speculators from putting up the stock 
tc where it was bound to result in a 
terrible break in the market and to in- 
jure what. he- considered were the 
rights of the people to protection. Some 
man accused him once of run- 
ning that company for his own 
benefit and for stock manipu- 
lation. I think it was White, the 
receiver appointed with him in the 
case of this North River Sugar Refining 
Company. It madé him so sick that 
he cleared out, as I understand it.- Mr. 
Havemeyer declared the combination of 
three companies into the National Sugar 
Refining Company had the effect of in- 
creasing trade. 

To Decrease Competition. 

“And decreasing competition?” 
gested Chairman Hardwick.

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A HINT TO SOUTHERN RAILROADS. 


The great southern railroads, which are just waking from their 
sleep with regard to nation-wide and liberal publicity, may well 
read and profit by the philosophy contained in the following ex- 
tract from The Providence (R. I.) Journal: 

The Canadian Pacific Railway, which is said to be the largest advertiser 
among the transportation companies on this side of the world, kas adopted an 


interesting method of attracting settlers from England. It appears that a 
comparatively small number of English farmers of the highest class were be- 


ing secured for the new lands in the Canadian Northwest, so that last year the 
“ready-made farms.” To acquire 
these, applicants were compelled to measure up to a certain standard; they 
must be farmers, married and possessed of a modest capital. The result was 
that more than a thousand applications were filed for the one hundred farms, 
and this year the road is putting in readiness from two hundred and fifty to 
three hundred more farms—tracts sufficiently transformed from the wilder- 
ness to bring the class of immigrants that is particularly desired. It seems 
as if a like policy might be advantageously adopted by railroads elsewhere— 
even in the older portions of the United States. 


There are plenty of “ready-made”! farms in the southern states 
for sale. Some of them belong to owners who, for legitimate rea- 
sons, wish to move elsewhere. Others have been cleared and await 
buyers who are willing to believe the truth about southern advan- 
tages and who can adjust themselves to southern environment— 
which is, after all, American.

As for the rest—the railroads, co-operating with landowners, 
can get ready any number of “ready-made”—that is, cleared—farms, 
if it is shown that such -Propositigns appeal to the best sort of set- 
tlers. 

The Constitution has always preached, however, that it is 
among our own people we must look for the most satisfactory re- 
sults from the standpoint of immigration. As Collier’s Weekly re- 
cently commented editorially, the Americans now selling out in the 
west and going to Canada in response to the lure of cheap lands 
can get the same values for less money in the southern states.

Dr. Osler is regius professor 
of medicine at Oxford and was formerly professor of medicine at 
Johns Hopkins University, at Baltimore, and the McGill University, 
at Montreal. .A poll taken of American physicians would probably 
disclose that he is numbered as among the most eminent of students, 
medical authors and authorities America has given to the twentieth 
century. 

Some years ago Dr. Osler had the misfortune to perpetrate a 
bit of droll humor apropos the age at which human activities reached 
a maximum. Quick reporters, with a sense of news value and of 
the dramatic, caught hold of the incident and the “Osler theory,” 
still discussed to this day, is the result. 

But among the large body of serious thinkers whose business 
it is to keep track of scientific sanity and progress, the story was 
accepted for only what it was worth and the reputation of a really 
big man did not suffer. 

Today he is as universally respected in Europe as on this side 
of the Atlantic. He is one of those very few personalities who may 
justly be classed as a world-physician. In that respect and on the 
personal side he reflects credit upon America.

Let us make a few comparisons with 
our city government and that of Wash- 
ington, D. C., which has a commission

Let us, however, begin at the  be- 
ginning and see just where this agi- 
tation for a change started: A number 
of months ago our city teachers asked 
for more money, an increase which un- 
der the advanced living expense they 
should have had, and did receivé some 
increase, I believe. 

This demand turned the “limelight” 
on our financial standing and showed us 
up in a rather bad way, in as much as it 
was stated by members of our council 
that there was no monéy to meet any 
increase in the salary of the teachers. 
_ In view of the fact that central prop- 
erty owners have pushed the rents on 
certain stores up and up and up until 
not one but several firms have been 
forced out of business, the people have 
been and are asking why the reason of 
this stringency in our city’s finance. 

In fact the writer remarked to a 
good neighbor, “Just watch the small 
property owner get it in the neck on 
his next assessment.” Sure enough 
when the writer, who owns a modest 
little home, come to give in his taxes 
he found that he was assessed at over 
75 per cent of what that home would 
bring today, not in a forced sale un- 
der the hammer, but at the prices 
prevalent in our neighborhood. The 
same neighbor who I see almost daily 
is my authority for the statement that 
a lot that sold recently on Whitehall 
Street for either $28,000 or $30:000 was 
assessed in the city lists at $8,000. 

Ex-Mayor James G. Woodward pub- 
lished a letter some time ago giving 
Some very interesting comparative fig- 
ures on the assessment of central prop- 
erty, and I thought so much of Mr. 
Woodward's statement that I cut the 
article out of the newspaper and have 


it amongst my papers now, and I find 


it very interesting reading. The sale 
of the lot referred to above could be 
multiplied by the thousands and then 
the list of tax dodgers would still be 
incompleté, and anyone really inter- 
ested in the matter can get from the 
writer the corner on Whitehall street 
where the sale was consummated. 

The writer came to this city from 
Washington, D. C., in 1883, and with the 
exception of two years spent in east- 
ern Pennsylvania and about two in 
Kansas City I have lived here ever 
since. Born in Maryland and living 
almost all my life in the southland, I 
believe I am capable of pointing out 
our virtues and our faults as well as 
the average man. The rich and sup- 
posedly influential man in the south is 
looked up to with a species of awe that 
is entirely out of proportion to his 
value as a citizen, his record as to 
goodness or his promptness to shaulder 
his share of the tax burdens of the peo- 
ple. 

I do not wish to be understood as re- 
senting his right to his justly acquired 
wealth, if acquired in a righteous man- 
ner, and for the socialist I have no 
place whatever. But the system we are 
fostering by the same fawning spirit 
we have shown in the past is the wrong 
Spirit; it is not democratic, indeed it is 
the very opposite of the word in the 
fact that we calling ourselves a demo-

Tired of Promises. 

What indeed would a commission 
form of government give us? Promises? 
We have had them to a surfeit: and 
want no more. What the people do 
want and have a righteous~ right 
to ask, isa just and fair distribution 
of these burdens whether it be 
under a mayor and city ¢oun- 
cil or whatever form of muni- 
cipal rule may be chosen, but I agree 
with Mr. McClelland when he says it is 
but another way of getting back in the 
Same old rut, the wealth owner con- 
tinue to “stand in” and evade and thé 
citizen at large “pay the freight.” 

As a citizen I have to trust someone 
in municipal affairs, and unless six citi- 
zens can be selected entirely above the 
breath of suspicion who will do their 
duty and be paid well to do it, who will 
see that there are no specially fayored 
ones, then I submit we would be sim- 
ply “swapping old Satan for a witch” 
in changing to the commission as pro- 
posed. I will admit for the sake of 
argument that there is some central 
property that for some reason is not 
making much of a return in the way 
of rentals to the owner, but it only hap- 
pens to be in a few places and due cog- 
nizance of the situation should be noted 
by our tax assessors. The City of 
Washington is governed by a joint com- 
mission, “that is the district commis- 
sioners act with a set of commissioners 
appointed by and acting for the gen- 
eral government. At one time the gen- 
eral government assumed one-half and 
the City of Washington the other half 
of the municipal expense. They still 
work together, but in what proportion 
I am at present not informed. 

It goes without saying that the sal- 
aries are good, and to get good men 
good salaries must be paid. In the city 
of Washington the householder pays 
$5 per year for his water, no costly in= 
accurate water meters to maintain. The 
citizen can use his sprinkling hose be- 
tween certain hours only, and if 
caught wasting water he is fined. 

Taxes are assessed in a fair and 
equitable manner, and if thought too 
high the owner has a right of appeal 
to the commissioners. When the writer 
objected this spring at the chamber of 
commerce to his assessment he was 
told by one of the assessors “that there 
was no time just then to hear his com-, 
plaint;” “that it would have to be 
taken up later (time not specified), 
when the assessors could get together.” 

To analyze the whole thing: The city 
needed a crematory—nay, needs one. 
Finance committee says no money for 
that purpose, and only way to get it 
is through taxation, and here I again 
indorse Mr. McClelland when he says 
if the just and honest returns were 


the money was to come from, as we 
would have it. 

One gentleman is quéted as advocat- 
ing a commission government because 
he thought that Atlanta needed a 
plaza built to show off and advertise 
the city, and he believed that with @ 
commission government the plaza 
would be assured. 

In a recent communication 
Broughton points out what many of us 
have long known—the crying necéssity 
of a city market, owned and controlled 
by the city. Girder and steel floor the 
black and unsightly canyon occupied 
by the railroads, bringing the floor to

Now, if the change from the present

politics, from whence, if we are to be- 
lieve these dear agitators and advo- 
cates of the plan, it is most desirable 
now to take it.

6 feet deep—” The aide got no further 
with the reading, and the lieutenant 
was confined to the guardhouse for 
facetiousness, but the battery was 
never planted.

If we are to have commissioners, we 
will require men of good sterling char- 
acter, with no friends to serve, and no 
enemies to fear, with good business 
judgment, with good executive ability. 
For these kind of men you will have 
to pay, and pay high, and it has not 
been the past history of Atlanta that 
we pay high salaries. If we do not pay, 
we will not get results, and in any 
event to separate the jobs and poli- 
tics—-well, just call to mind the job o§ 
the union leutenant. 

As for me, any man or set of men 
who have nerve enough to break into 
and break up the Hittle game of the tax 
dodger will be the men I will support. 
If such men can be found, as when 
that desirable end shall have been at- 
tained we will find ourselves taking 
a long leap to the front as a munici- 
pality.

Commission in Texas, 

Prior to the introduction of the 
Measure, David W. Yarbrough, who, 
has just returned from the convention 
of master plumbers held in Houston, 
Texas, spoke of commission govern- 
ment as he found it in Texas cities. 
According to Mr. Yarbrough, both Gal- 
veston and Houston have improved 
wonderfully since being placed under 
the new mode of government, and 
everyone there is wonderfully satisfied. 

Frank Hammond, business manager 
of The Georgian, spoke tn opposition 
to the resolution offered by Parkhurst, 
saying that though he would probably 
vote for the measure, in case it proved 
to be the remedy needed in Atlanta 
politics, that it was not the policy of 
the club to deal in. politics and that 


he would not agree to any action by 
the club either for or against such a 
measure, “Furthermore,” said he, “I 
will not allow the club to pledge my.

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SENATOR BACON 
RAPS HEYBURN 


For a Slur Cast at England 
During the Reciprocity 
Debate. 


Washington, June 20.—Statements in | 
the senate by Senator Heyburn, of 
Idaho, that “whatever we have taken 
from England has been taken at the 
point of the bayonet” produced the only 
feature of today’s short debate on the 
Canadian reciprocity bill. Senator Hey- 
burn’s remark, which he later explained 
extended only to governmental acquisi- 
tions, was challenged by Senator Ba- 
con, of Georgia, as a “grave matter, 
in view of the pending arbitration nego- 
tiations with Mngland. | 

“We have more to enjoy that we have 
received from Bngland than from all 
the rest of the world put together,’ 
said Senator Bacon. 

Senator Gallinger brought on the con- 
troversy by asking if this nation did 
not owe more to England in the way 
of reciprocity than it did to Canada, be- 
cause of the free trade market that 
England had always given to this coun- 
try and the rest of the world. . 

Senator Nelson, of Minnesota, de- 
clared that his only hope of benefit 
from the Canadian reciprocity agree- 
ment was that it might lead to annexa- 
tion of Canada. He met Senator Gal- 
linger’s argument that reciprocity 
ought to be given to Mexico and all 
other nations if given to Canada, by 
saying that this country could not 
hope to annex the rest of the world. 

“Canadian annexation at this time 
is an iridescent dream,” said Senator 
Gallinger, who is a Canadian by births’ 

“T am convinced,” added Senator Gal- 
linger, “that when this bill passes there 
are many republicans on this side who 
will join democrats in kicking out the 
foundation stones of the protective 
tariff system. We will be fortunate if 
the whole structure of protection does 
not fall.” 

Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, re- 
newed his argument today that the rec- 
iprocity agreement, as it stands, is not 
reciprocal on wood pulp and paper, and 
that the Root amendment is necessary 
to correct it. 

“This amendment has been offered in 
no spirit of hostility to the bill,” said 
Senator Lodge, ‘and I am supporting it 
in no spirit of hostility. I think it 
will make the agreement better and 
stronger. I intend to vote for the rec- 
iprocity measure because I think in 
the long run it will draw the United 
States and’ Canada closer together. 

Senator Cummins today introdticed a 
number of amendments to the bill 
which were calculated to enlarge the 
list of articles that will be admitted 


free from Canada.

SUMMER RECIPES. 


Cheese Salad.—Arrange some crisp 
lettuce. leaves in a circle on a flat plate 
with the stems toward the center. On 
all the top leaves place a small pot 
of cottage cheese and several slices of 
hard-boiled egg. Pour over this a 
French dressing made of three tea- 
spoonfuls of olive oil, one ‘scant tea- 
spoonful of salt, a little paprika and 
two scant tablespoonfuls of vinegar. 
Mix well. 


Cheese Straws.—These are very nice 
to take with you on an impromptu 
picnic, as they are easy to pack. Sift 
together one cupful of flour and a 
quarter of a teaspoonful of baking 
powder; add half a teaspoonful of salt 
and chop two tablespoonfuls of butter 
into the flour. Mix in one cupful of 
grated cheese and a little cayenne 
pepper. Wet with cold water until 
you have®a stiff paste and roll out very 
thin’ Cut in narrow strips and bake 
on greased letter paper on the bottom 
of an inverted tin. A little salt sifted 
over them just before they are taken 
from the oven is thought to be an im- 
provement. It is a good plan to make 
cheese straws on baking day, using 
the scraps of puff paste. 


Tomato Rabbit.—Break into small 
pieces a cut of soft American cheese 
and mix with it a cupful of strained 
tomatoes and a cupful of soft bread- 
crumbs. Season with salt and paprika 
and a Httle onion juice. Turn the 
mixture into a saucepan and stir until 
it is hot and smooth. Serve at once 
on toast. 

Salad in Lemon Cups.—Select large 
lemons and shape them into cups. 
Make a mixture of finely shredded 
new cabbage, green peppers and olives. 
Chop them all up very fine and mois- 
ten with a rich mayonnaise. Heap the 
salad into the cup and place each on 
a doily on a separate plate.

Roup makes itself manifest in many 
ways, and while not considered con- 
tagious, it may be best to isolate at 
once y fowl affected. A case of roup, 
not too far advanced, can be cured 
with very simple remedies, while, if 
it takes a strong hold on the fowl 
before being detected, it is best to kill 
and bury it, as it is difficult then to 
cure, and even if cured the fowl is of 
little value afterwards. 

The first symptoms of roup are al- 
most exactly like those of cold in the 
head in the human subject—hoarseness, 
sneezing, watery eyes and a slight 
watery discharge from the nostrils. 
Sometimes fowls that have strong vi- 
tality, and are well housed and cared 
for, will throw off the cold and re- 
cover in a few days without any med- 
icinal treatment; but in the majority 
of cases the disease, if not treated 
in the first stage, when it is nothing 
but a cold, progresses rapidly to the 
second stage, when the hoarseness and 
rattling in the throat become more 
pronounced; the patient shows fever 
a@nq weakness, the eyes are more in- 
flamed and watery, the discharge from 
the nostrils grows yellow and thicker 
and becomes offensive as the disease 
progresses, In the third and last stage 
the fowl is very weak, the nostrils are 
clogged with thick, offensive matter, 
the head swells, one or both eyes afe 
closed, ulcers form in the throat, and 
sometimes around the eyes, the comb 
turns black and the fowl dies. Some- 
times the roup appears in the violent 
form at first—the first noticeable symp- 
toms being great swelling of the head 
and around the eyes, and sometimes 
it commences in the throat. When it 
first appears in such violent form it 
usually kills quickly. 

From my experience with roup I 


~ Bgen's think it is worth while to doc- 


stand with their heads up and swal- 
ll the time. 


.@ roupy fowl after the disease 
has fairly settled in the fowl’s system. 
Fowls that have cold in the head, or 
even slightly swelled eyes and head, 
and some canker in the throat, can 
be cured if taken in hand in time; 
but when the head is very much 
swelled, the eyes sore and closed, the 
appetite gone, and the nostrils fairly 
clogged with matter that is so effen- 
sive you can smell it a rod away, the 
sooner you kill that fowl the better all 
around, for even if a fowl in that 
stage of roup can be cured enough to 
“make a life of it,” it will be so 
enfeebled and broken down that it will 
not be worth the medicine it will take 
to.cure it, to say nothing of the time. 
No roupy fowl on earth was, or éver 
will be, worth all the time, trouble 
and drugs it takes to cyre it, after the 
disease has reacheg what one of the 
members of this club aptly termed 
the “stinking stage.” 

The time to cure roup is before the 

fowl really has it; (i. e.), before the 
cold settles into roup. As I remarked 
above, every case of cold may not 
settle into roup, but it is safe to &s- 
sume that every fowl that has a cold 
is liable to have the roup, and proceed 
to get ahead of the roup by curing 
the cold. 
’ A remedy for a sneezing cold, which 
is very good, is as follows: A table- 
spoonful of hog’s lard, half a table- 
spoonful each of ginger, cayenne pep- 
per and mustard; mix them together, 
and then add flour till the whole has 
the consistency of dough; roll into 
pills about the size of the top joint 
of the little finger and put one down 
the patient’s throat. The dose can be 
repeated in twelve or twenty-four 
hours, according as the case seems.to 
need it, but one slug frequently cures, 
if the case is taken in time. 

Another good cure for a cold is to 
drop twenty drops of spirits of cam- 
phor on 42 little sugar ang then dis- 
solve in a pint of drinking water, al- 
lowing no other water to drink, 

\A two-grain quinine capsule once a 
day for three days, and follow this 
with a tablespoonful of Epsom galts 
in a pint of drinking water is also 

for colds. ; 
In advanced stages of cold it is well 
to immerse the head of the fowl in 
pure kerosene oil, holding it there for 
a second, and repeating the treatment 
in twenty-four hours. The burning of 
tar in the hen house at night after

quently cure colds in the earlier stages.

Mrs. A. B. Glenn, Wallaceville, SB. 
C.—Dear Uncle Joe: 1. Will you kind- 
ly tell me what to use on my chickens 
to kill the fleas? About half of their 
heads are as biack as if they had been 
polished with fleas. 

2. And will you also tell me what to 
give little turkeys that have eaten poi- 
son? 

Answer—Use pure hog’s lard or car- 
bolated vaseline on the chicks’ heads 
to free them from lice. Scatter air- 
slacked lime in brood coops and on 
ground around the coop outside, also 
give the whole place a general cleaning 
by sweeping, whitewashing and spray- 
ing. | 
2. Can’t help you much with this 
trouble, as you do not state how the 
turkeys were poisoned. If arsenic poi- 
gon, give white of egg or boiled flax 
seed. If from common sort (chloride 
ef sodium), give strong coffee.

W. H. Norman, Alpine, Ala.—Dear 
Uncle Joe: I am a regular subscriber 
to The Tri-Weekly Constitution, and 
take mueh interest in the poultry col- 
umns; am raising Single-Comb White 
and Brown Leghorns, Silver Wyan- 
dottes and Barred Rocks, also African 
guineas. Use separate pens in setting 
season for mating. Have fine shady 
runs and unlimited acreage. Have had 
very fine luck with hatches and little 
chicks this season. Have hatched at 
rate of 95 per cent of all eggs, and 
death rate less than one-fourth of one 
per cent. I feed on corn chops, ground 
oats and sorghum, seed. Would it be 
advisable for me to let all my breeds 
run together when not mating for eggs 
to hatch? 

2. I want to try Indian Runner ducks, 
anc have no stream. Could I cement an 
artificial pond and have any success? 
Have an ideal place for it. 

Answer—lIt's a pleasure to meet a 
man who can hatch 95 per cent of all 
eggs set, and with a death rate of less 
than one-quarter of 1 per cent. You've 
got me “skinned a mile’ without half 
trying. I consider a 5 per cent death 
rate extra good. Mister, where did 
you get that word, silver laced Wy- 
andottes? The Standard only men- 
tions the Silver Wyandottes., 

It would be advisable for you to let 
all your hens of different breeds run 
tomether after the hatching season is 
over. It will be new life for the 
hens, but I would keep the male birds 
in the yards and allow them to rest. 
It’s bad policy to let them mix up 
together. 

. Indian Runner ducks, like the 
Pekin, do not need water to swim in, 
though they keep cleaner if they have 
access to water. Provide plenty o1 
water to drink and they will come 
to it all right. If you could make a 
pond they would enjoy it.

E. L. B., Buffalo, Ala—Uncle Joe: 
Here comes another Red crank. I have 
four Single-combed Red hens I raised 
last year. ‘They have laid since Jan- 
uary ten settings of eggs. I think that 
extra. I have sold four settings, set 
five, have fifty-five little Reds. I bought 
a setting of turkey eggs last year, 
hatched twelve, raised eight, kept two 
hens and one gobbler. The hens have 
laid seventy-five eggs. I set three 
dozen um®@der three chicken hens, 
twenty-nine little turkeys hatched. I 
set one turkey hen on fourteen eggs 
last week. What I want to know is, 
what is the trouble with my little tur- 
keys, and what to do for them? They 
were all right until they were 4 weeks 
old; one had about fifty fits; it seemed 
ito be better, eat hearty, lived two 
nights and one day, then died. Have 
three nearly dead now. They have a 
yellow scurf in their mouth, poke their 
tongue out and gasp for breath. 
have fed them on cornbread crumbs, 
some lettuce and tender onion tops; 
have kept their coop floored with 
boards and sweep it out and keep clean 
sand in it. As I get so much help from 
your talks about chickens I thought I 
would come to you for help about my 
turkeys, and will certainly be glad of 
a remedy for them. 

Answer—You have good cause to be 
in love with your Reds, performing as 
they do in the direction of the egg 
basket. Bird&S like that are worth 
having, no matter what the color. 

Would give the young poults some 
charcoal, also make a complete change 
of food for a while at least. Think 
the scurf on the tongue indicates 
bad digestive organs. Correct this, 
and your poults will get better. 


Cc. H. G., $Splendora, Texas—Dear 
Uncle Joe: For several months I have 
been one of your most devoted admir- 
ers. I am only a beginner in the 
poery line. Up till a year ago I 
new nothing whatever of the busi- 
ness. Don't think for a moment that 
I’m pretending to know much yet, but 
I am learning some. Your page is the 
main attraction of the paper. Uncle, i 
am a recently married man—your 
sympathy?—an ex-sawmiller, and I 
Want to raise Brown Leghorns ‘worse 
than the worst.” My wife, by the 
way, is an ex-school marm, who, worn 
out with school room trials, is fully as 
anxious as myself to enter the poultry 
business. So you see you will find us 
both obedient and eager pupils. We 
are fortunate enough to own our 
home, which is considered by a promi- 
nent nearby poultry man, “an ideal 
location for chickens.” The land is 
dry and sandy, a beautiful stream of 
ever-running, clear water less than 
a hundred yards from the house. The 
chicken Dusiness is little understood 
by our neighbors. Ever ready with 
advice, when we moved to our home, 
they said, “Don’t wait for pure brea 
chickens; buy any you can, and then 
breed up if you want to.” But that 
wasn't what your nephew wanted; he 
wanted Brown Leghorns. I purchased 
twenty hens from an old farmer living 
several miles away. His were good 
chickens, all right; were strictly Leg- 
horns, and good layers. Our sister 
@ave us a full biood cock from a fine 
laying strain. He is a& beauty, too. 
Still, we weren’t quite sure we had 
enough to start with, and ordered 
another cock from you. The trip from 
North Carolina to Texas didn’t hurt 
him a particle; he took to his new 
surroundings like a duck to water. 
Next we bought an incubator, 140-egg 
size. Our very first hatch was 89 per 
cent, out of which we have only lost 
two. They are about six weeks old 
now, lively. and brown as partridges. 
Our incubator is a Belle City. We 
have it running again now. Uncle 
Joe, do you think we made a goqi 
selection, as a breed? We are three 
miles from a good market, with eggs 
always in demand. Do you think that, 
with our full blood cocks from fine 
layers we can soon have our flock up 
to what it should be? This fall we 
intend to cull out nearly all the hens 
we bought at first. How long before 
we should introduce a new cock? 
Our chickens. are healthy, but still we 
have iost a few. Yesterday I had te 
kill a nice young hen, and would like 
to ask you the trouble. I have noticea 
for several Gays she did not seem in- 
clined to stir around much. On ex- 
amination, I found a small lump on 
the back of her neck, near the head. I 
at once separated her from the others 
and applied a little turpentine to the 
swollen part. But the inflammation 
Was much worse the next day; haa 
reached her eyes and was very red tn 
appearance. So I killed her, rather 
than risk contagion. A post-mortem 
examination showed the swollen lump 
to be as hard and almost as tough as 
gristle. None of the others are af- 
fected. 

A few words more, Uncle Joe, and 
these in regard to thost selfish ones 
who offer a sure remedy for hawks, 
etc., for Coats’ thread, etc. Words are 
inadequate to express my contempt for 
such people. If they had to send you 
a spool of thread for every piece of 
good advice you give, Aune Joe wouta 
have enough thread to supply § the 
State with drawnwork. <I  vbelieve 
that's what m ywife calls that spidery 
knotted stuff she edges the 4d 
scarfs and such with.

I see in you the making of 
a good poultryman, and your wife an 
able assistant: I can make g good 
either as a market poultryman or a 
fancier—you know; there is .a differ- 
ence. If you are in for eggs alone, the 
Leghorns will fill the bill; though when 
it comes time to sell your layers,.after 
they have passed the profitable period, 
you will get very little for them on 
the market, as they are so small. I can 
hear of a number of people going into 
the egg business now with Orpingtons, 
Reds, Wyandottes and Rocks, their 
contention being that, while the larger 
breeds do not lay quite so many eggs 
as the Leghorns, yet they have a chance 
to raise a few extra nice fryers or 
broilers to sell in the spring along 
with the eggs, and when it comes time 
to sell the old stock they can get more 
for it, and in this way realize a little 
more from the larger breed. I don’t 
know about this. I do know that: if 
eggs alone were my object, Leghorns 
would be my choice. The hen you kill- 
ed had a tumor, evidently from bad 
state of her blood, This is Hable to oc- 
cur at any time, though it is not of 
frequent occurrence. My blessing to 
you. Go in and win. It’s there; get it
